From the New York Times. 
A variety show “can be run’’ cheaper than 
a dramatic. 
In the first place, the manager 
is never bored about new pieces and authors’ 
royalties. 
The performer supplies his piece 
or sketches for Ins salary. 
Theu the scenic 
adjuncts are not necessarily expensive, be­ 
cause few variety performers need more than 
au ordinary “interior” or “exterior” set as the 
frame work of his or her picture. 
Wardrobe 
ccsts the manager little, as most of the ar­ 
tists, being specialists, havo their own gear. 
Machinists, stage help and supernumeraries 
are also fewer at the Olympic or Comique un­ 
der the present regime than they are in any 
other kind of theatre. 
Tho only expenses on 
the management of moment are the perform­ 
ers’ salaries, the orchestra, 
general 
help 
around the house, and advertising. 
Take, 
for example, the Metropolitan theatre, and we 
find that the orchestra, at $20 a week for each 
piece, and $50 for the leader,costs about $220 
a week. 
The performers' salaries are the 
heaviest part of the expenses. 
A compara­ 
tive statement of what these get will proba­ 
bly be the best indication of the increasing 
popularity and importance of varieties. 
To 
begin, then song and dance men twelve years 
ago received from eight to ten dollars a week; 
now they range as high as seventy-five dollars 
a week. 
Comic singers of every class did 
not receive more than twenty dollars a week 
at that time, and, indeed, Tony Pastor, who 
was a very great attraction during the war, 
thought he was doing well when ho received 
twenty-five dollara a week. Now. Miss Jenny 
Hughes and Nelly Pieris get $100 a week,and 
Annie Adams, two years ago, $150. 
Irish 
and negro delineators never got more than 
twenty-five dollars in tho good old time of '62 
and '63. 
Even the famous “Billy O’Neil," es­ 
teemed the best Irish low comedian in the 
business, only commanded twenty-five dollars 
a week. 
This season Sam Rickey gets $125 
ut the Metropolitan, John Hart, the negro co­ 
median, $150. 
He was happy with twenty 
dollara in Pittsburg, where be was a devoted 
baker a few years ago. 
Add Byman received 
forty dollars a week four or five years sgo; 
now ho gets seventy-five dollars, and all those 
great favorites of the local politicians, Dan 
Shelby, Hughey Dougherty, Slocum and other 
renowned stump speakers said their smartest 
and wittiest things for twenty dollars a week. 
They would not “black up” short of $100 
now. 
Then there are Nelae Seymour and Epb 
Horn, tho veterans, who talk plantation dia­ 
lect nightly for $85 a week; and tbs Mulligan 
Guards, H art and Harrigan, march across the 
stage for fifteen or twenty minutes nightly for 
$150 a week. 
Master Barney dances or plays 
an Irish washerwoman's part for the moderate 
sum of $125 a week, while Johnny Wild, tbs 
east-sidere’ “pet,” dashes about the stage for 
something less than $150 a week. 
Yet he, iu 
18C0, was proud to earn two dollars and a half 
a week at the “A rt Union,” No. 489 Broad­ 
way. 
Leaving the delineators, we come to 
the utility men. 
These never drew more thau 
$10 a week in former days. 
Now they get as 
much as $60. 
Light comedians, loo, who are 
really good actors, get $80, and earn more 
money und reputation than tbsy could in more 
pretentious • establishments. 
The acrobats 
and trapexists draw very large salaries. 
For 
example, Leona Dare and her husband got 
$150 a week in Now York, and $200 outside 
of it; the Jackie}’ family, $350; Lulu, $1,000; 
Ala, $150; the Wilsons, $150, and the Mat­ 
thews family, $190. 
At least the last named 
were engaged in England three years ago 
by Mr. Butler for $190 a week; and after 
they made their appearance hero he let them 
out to other managers at $500, making by 
the transaction over $290 a week himself.— 
The Berger family of bell-ringers get about 
$800 a week, and other specialists receive all 
the way from $100 lo $500 weekly-

In the first place, the manager 
i* never bored about new pieces and authors’ 
royalties. The performer supplies his piece 
or sketches for his salary. 
Tbeu the seenic 
adjuncts are not necessarily expensive, be­ 
cause few variety performers need more than 
an ordinary “interior” or “exterior” set as the 
frame work of his or her picture. 
Wardrobe 
cests the manager little, as most of the ar­ 
tists, beiug specialists, have their own gear. 
Machinists, stage help and supernumeraries 
are also fewer at the Olympic or Comique un­ 
der the present regime than they are in any 
other kind of theatre. The only expenses on 
the management of moment are the perform­ 
ers’ salaries, the orchestra, general help 
around the house, and advertising. Take, 
for example, the Metropolitan theatre, and we 
find that the orchestra, at $20 a week for each 
piece, and $50 for the leader,costs about $220 
a week. The performers’ salaries are the 
heaviest part of the expenses. A compara­ 
tive statement of what these get will proba­ 
bly be the best indication of the Increasing 
popularity and importance of varieties. 
To 
begin, then song and dance men twelve years 
ago received from eight to ten dollars a week; 
now they range as high as seventy-five dollars 
week. Comic singers of every class did 
not receive more than twenty dollars a week 
at that time, and, indeed, Tony Pastor, who 
was a very great attraction during the war, 
thought he was doing well when he received 
twenty-five dollars a week. Now, Miss Jenny 
Hughes and Nelly Pieris get $100 a week, and 
Annie Adams, two years ago, $150. 
Irish 
and negro delineators never got more than 
twenty-five dollars in the good old time of ’62 
and'63. Even the famous “Billy O’Neil,” es­ 
teemed the best Irish low comedian in the 
business, only commanded twenty-five dollars 
week. This season Sam Rickey gets $125 
at the Metropolitan, John Hart, the negro co­ 
median, $150. He was happy with twenty 
dollars in Pittsburg, where he was a devoted 
baker a few years ago. Add Ryman received 
forty dollars a week four or five years ago; 
now he gets seventy-five dollars, and all those 
great favorites of the local politicians, Dan 
Shelby, Hughey Dougherty, Slocum and other 
renowned stump speakers said their smartest 
and witttest things for twenty dollars a week. 
They would not “black up” short of $100 
now. Then there are Nelse Seymour and Eph 
Horn, the veterans, who talk plantation dia­ 
lect nightly for $85 a week; and the Mulligan 
Guards, Hart and Harrigan, march across the 
stage for fifteen or twenty minutes nightly for 
$150 a week. Master Barney dances or plays 
an Irish washerwoman’s part for the moderate 
sum of $125 a week, while Johnny Wild, the 
east-siders’ “pet,” dashes about the stage for 
something less than $150 a week. Yet he, in 
I860, wa3 proud to earn two dollars and a half 
week at the “Art Union,” No. 489 Broad­ 
way. Leaving the delineators, we come to 
the utility meu. These never drew more than 
$10 a week in former days. Now they get as 
much as $60. Light comedians, too, who are 
really good actors, get $80, and earn more 
money and reputation than they could in more 
pretentious • establishments. The acrobats 
and trapexists draw very large salaries. For 
example, Leona Dare and her husband got 
$150 a week in New York, and $200 outside 
of it; the Jackley family, $350; Lulu, $1,000; 
Ala, $150; the Wilsons, $150, and the Mat­ 
thews family, $190. At least the last named 
were engaged in England three years ago' 
by Mr. Butler fer $190 a, week; and after 
they made their appearance here he let them 
out to other managers at $500, making by 
the transaction over $290 a week himself.— 
The Berger famiiy of bell-ringers get about 
$800 a week, and other specialists receive all 
the way from $100 to $500 weekly. 


A P up iu a P ress R oom . 
The Virginia, Nev., Enterprise relates this 
canine experience: “Státo Printer Putnam, 
who has been sojourning In this city a few 
days past, returned to Carson last Sunday 
uoon. He was presented with a fine New­ 
foundland pup, while here. For safe keeping 
this juvenile son of his mother was placed in 
the Enterprise press-room last Saturday night. 
As he was now the property of a printer he 
felt it a duty lie owed his master to get an in­ 
sight into the business at once. After in­ 
specting the running of a job press for some 
time with much interest, he went up to it and 
stuck his nose between a pair of cog-wheels. 
Leaving between .Urn wheels a piece of the 
skin of his nose about the size of a trade dol­ 
lar, he retired to a corner and sat down for a 
time to reflect upon the first lesson.

Washinoton, A pril I L —The C om m ittee on 
Ways and M eans this forenoon exam ined Mr. 
A. J. Odell, T reasurer of the Delaware, L ack­ 
aw anna A W estern Railroad Co., and Lucien 
Hawley, Supervisor of Internal Revenue for 
the state of New York. 
Mr. Odell stated the 
circum stances under which his com pany had 
paid $99,685 back taxes to the governm ent. 
The delay in paym ent bad been caused by the 
conflicting decisions of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue. 
Pleasanton had decided 
th at the incom e tax for the Ave m onths of 
1872 should be only 2} per cunt, and bis suc­ 
cessor decided th a t the rat# should be 5 per 
cent., and the question had been pending for 
decision in the court*. 
With th a t exception

was paid in conform ity with it. Ile had never 
seou or heard of Sanborn or any of Ills agents 
in connection with the m atter, aud was com ­ 
pletely surprised when ho subsequently saw ny 
the printed official docum ents th at half of the 
am ount had been paid by the governm ent to 
Sanborn.

Mr. BUTLER of M assachusetts then moved 
to proceed to business on th* Speaker'* table. 
Carried. 
The first business on the table was the veto 
of the private bill. 
The veto was read and 
referred to Hie Com m ittee on .Military Affairs. 
Various oilier bills and executive com m uni­ 
cations were taken up aud referred. 
Finally th# Senate bill to am end the national 
currency acts nml to establish fro* banking 
was reached. 
Messrs. GA RFIELD andG . F. HOAR raised 
the point of order that the bill m ust receive 
first consideration in Com m ittee of the Whole; 
th at under Hie rules this hill cannot be dis­ 
cussed on the sam e day on winch offered, and 
Hist the bill should not properly have o rig i­ 
nated iu the Senate. 
Tlie SPEA K ER declined to rule on these 
points and on reference to the House they 
wero overruled, 56 to 179. 
A nother ineffectual point wa* raised by Mr. 
G • F. HOAR, and Mr. MAYNARD then m ov­ 
ed th# previous question on the passage of the 
Setinto bill aud it was seconded— 12 to 59.

The status of the whole question now is 
th a t while the House bill ha* to aw ait the ac­ 
tion of the Senate, which m ay o r may not lie 
favorable or may lie delayed indefinitely, the 
Senate bill goes directly to the President for 
his signature.

It is probable however that Thurlow’a 
are the lowest prices, as he bad the habit of 
putting his money where it would do the most 
good. 


The Sun, in discussing the Claim of Miss 
Carroll for compensation for services and in­ 
formation rendered, drops a rather comical 
suggestion. 
It is quite sure Miss Carroll ren­ 
dered no services of value unless her campaign 
of the Tennessee may be worth something. 
With a spirit of good nature it proposes to 
allow her a reasonable sum for that, and 
charge against it compensation for the time 
of government officials she has used up as a 
flrst-class bore.

Like drop­ 
ping pennies into a tin savluga-box there will 
prove to be more sense in it than we thought. 
The Sun has our thanks for prying open the 
bottom and letting the accumulated fortune 
into our lap. 


It is perhaps too much to expect that any 
lawyer will amount to a great deal as an ex­ 
ample while he lives, except in tho frightful 
way. 
But when they hare a chance to serve 
hi this line after they are dead they should im­ 
prove it. 
Judge Edmonds left a “ footprint 
on the sands of tim e” that not only lawyers 
but respectable citizens could walk in with 
profit to the world at large. 
People of any 
wealth usually leave behind an unpleasant 
legacy in the shape of wills easily distorted 
into several meaniugs. 
Curiously enough, 
lawyers usually make the poorest wills, and 
furnish the fattest pickings for their profes­ 
sional brethren. 
Nothing is more disgraceful 
than a contest over a will except a church 
fight, but the difficulty of making a will ap­ 
pears to be so great that the chances are 
about even that the most tender father will 
geuerally regret that he ever gave up the 
ghost when he sees how his loviug children 
quarrel over his shekels. 
There appear to ba 
two ways to save the trouble: either like the 
Rhinebeck man, put all your money in a mon­ 
ument, for fear your children won’t erect one 
for you; or like Judge Edmonds, write a will 
in nine lines of good plain English. 


It is a fact that illustrates the superlative 
meanness of which some people are capable 
that an editor is often subjected to the most 
contemptible persecution, based on a slight 
or technical violation of law. 
There seems 
to exist with a certain class of people an irre­ 
sistible inclination to do all they ean to de­ 
grade or disgrace a newspaperman, and often­ 
times between brethren of this same profession 
there is seen a spirit of malevolence and jeal­ 
ousy, as shown by using every possible means 
to prejudice the public aga'ui3t a contempo­ 
rary. 
We call to mind a certain metropoli­ 
tan paper that endeavored to show that an­ 
other journal was tottering on the brink of 
financial ruin, and now we learn that Murat 
Halstead was arrested for publishing a lottery 
advertisement and put into jail, when he really 
knew nothing about the matter, the publica­ 
tion being the result of a clerk’s mistake, 
áom e enemy, however, taking a mean advan­ 
tage; had Halstead arrested and 
he 
was 
thrown into jail for a crime of which he was 
unnocent. 
There is one comfort for Murat, 
though,—his arrest is a splendid advertise­ 
ment of the Commercial. 


It is natural for a man to object to being 
called an ass, and there may be circumstances 
which render the appellation particularly ag­ 
gravating. A person may be resting under the 
uncomfortable convictioa that he has made 
an ass of himself on some special occasion, 
when, of course, he would be likely to receive 
such information with the meekness and 
docility characteristic of that useful animal in 
its better moods; but if he is tilled with the 
proud consciousness of having acted well his 
part, as became his “ elewated sitiwation,” as 
Mr. Kenwigs would remark, as a man and 
brother of the noblest officeholder in the land, 
it is right that indignation should swell in his 
bosom and flash from his eyo. 
So we readily 
syinpathizo with the emotion of the Chicago 
Postmaster, who the other day saw a postal 
card pass through his office from a St. Jo­ 
seph merchant to a Chicago correspondent, 
bearing the startling inscription, “ Our Post­ 
master thinks your Postmaster an Ass.” We 
arc glad he has avenged his wounded honor by 
having ^the sender of the card arrested for 
sending scurrilous language on postal cards, 
and had the St. Joe Postmaster reprimanded. 
If our Postmasters are to be called asses with 
impunity, what will foreign nations think of 
this administration? 


We are fast losing all faith in the ability or 
humanity of French sea captains and sailors. 
The fact came out after the City of Havre dis­ 
aster, strenuously as the Frenchmen tried to 
prevent and deny it, that the grossest careless­ 
ness, the most shameful cowardice and utterdls- 
regard for the safety of passengers made the 
sad afiair still more heartrending than it was 
at the best. 
And now the details of the loss 
of the Europe show also that the lirst thought 
and eflort of the Freacli captain and his crew 
was to save themselves. Through the efforts of 
the officers and crew of the Greece all the pas­ 
sengers of the Europe were transferred to her, 
bnt we read that the crew of the Europe, instead 
of laboring to save the ship or help the passen­ 
gers, 
made a rush for the life preservers, 
and let the passengers look out for themselves. 
The Europe was abandoned at night witheut 
even a light to mark her position, leaving her 
a dangerous object in the path of other ves­ 
sels. 
We are told some of the French seamen 
had life-preservers on yet when they landed at 
New York, their extreme panic leading them 
to hold on to a possible mean3 of rescue till 
absolute safety was assured. 
This is a pic­ 
ture that will be discouraging to sea travel­ 
ers, and till we read of an improvement in the 
morale of French sailors we opine travel in 
ships manned by them will be iu a decreasing 
ratio to that by other lines. 


R etu rn in g Sense. 
The summer hotel keepers will be brought 
to their senses tbl3 season, no thanks howev­ 
er to their own discernment. 
They had to 
borrow a merchant to teach them how to 
make the most money, and it i3 Mr. A. T. 
Stewart who first puts down the rates of his 
Grand Central Hotel at Saratoga to three 
dollars a day. 
A few years ago nearly eyery 
hotel at a fashionable summer resort was ma­ 
king heaps of money. 
The ease with which 
the funds were made to flow into tlieir coflers 
spoiled the proprietors, and they proceeded to 
kill the goose that laid their golden egg. 
Up 
went their rates until nobody but millionaires 
and gamblers could aflord to enjoy the luxu­ 
ries of the choicest places on the continent. 
So the great army of what we may call the 
middle class, as regards pecuniary means,bad 
to seek more quiet and comparatively inexpen­ 
sive retreats, and still others had to abandon 
all hope of peeded recreation. 
The greed of 


the hotel-keepers thus not only diminished 
their own receipts, bnt substantially damaged 
the public, as it checked their growing dispo­ 
sition toward rest, so decidedly necessary to all 
Yankeedom. 
It will take some time for the 
watering places to recover their lost ground, 
as the disgust at the impositions practiced 
had become very intense. 


A B lo w A g a in st G am b lin g. 
Gambling has an attraction for some people 
more irresistible than any other species of 
amusement that can be devised. 
To its devo­ 
tees a gift of ten thousand dollars wouldn’t be 
half 03 grateful as to win a thousand at a 
game of chance. We doubt if auytbing equals 
the delight of a young mother over her first 
baby, unless it is a darkey returning borne 
from a raffle with a scraggy shanghai won by 
“ chucking dice.” 
It is not the value of the 
prize alone that makes him chuckle and grin 
and double-shuffle on liis triumphant way to 
the cabin where bis Dinah stands by the 
empty pot waiting for something to turn up 
to put in it. 
Gambling has Its shades and degrees and 
kinds, from the exhilarating game of marbles 
to the making of corners iu grain. 
Nothing 
is sacred from the passion of the gambler, un­ 
less Judge Blodgett’s recent decision regard­ 
ing “ puts” in grain may frighten the Chicago 
speculators from that particular species of 
betting. 
In the great corner in oats brought 
about by Chandler <fc Co. that company failed, 
with claims for “ differences” against them 
aggregating $400,000. 
Judge Blodgett bas 
decided that these “ puts” are nothing but 
wagers, and the claims for diflerencea nothing 
but demands for the stakes. 
Of course Chica­ 
go is thrown into consternation, as much as 
Wall street would be if a gang of stock specu­ 
lators should be sent to Sing Sing for conspir­ 
ing to depreciate a promineut stock. 
It is 
certainly as bad a species of gambling a3 wa3 
ever conceived, violently increasing the price 
of a commodity which is a necessity to the 
community.

P roceedings Y esterd ay—A djournm ent 
Sine D ie. 
New York, April 14.—In the Methodist 
Conference to-day Rev. Mr. Willards, Secreta­ 
ry of the Committee on Education, reported 
the claims of several institutions to the patron 
age of the Conference. 
The following institu­ 
tions were mentioned: 
Wesleyan University, 
Syracuse University, Drew Theological Semi­ 
nary, Clear Rock College, Amenia Seminary, 
Drew Ladies’ Seminary, New York Conference 
Seminary, Virginia Normal School for Youug 
Ladies and Ulster Academy. 
Tho report also 
recommended that sums collected in churches 
for education should bo paid into the treasury 
of tbe New York Educational Society and its 
officers be a committee to confer with tho 
Board of Education of the Conference con­ 
cerning the disposal of funds secured by col­ 
lections on Children’s Day. 
Rev. R. II. Kelley, of the Sunday Sehool 
Committee, reported that the number of Sun­ 
day School scholars. had been increased during 
the year ‘2,400. 
A committee from the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society reported $4,500 needed for the ensu­ 
ing year. 
The following moneys were appropriated 
for benevolent objects: City missions, $50,- 
000; church extension, $7,000; Episcopal 
fund, $3,400. 
The next anuual Conference will be held in 
the Washington street M. E. Church, Pough­ 
keepsie. 
The following were appointed triers of ap­ 
peals: Revs. A. M. Osbon, Z. N. Lewis, C. D. 
Foss, S. H. Ferguson. S. D. Brawn and A. 
Longacra. 
The Steward’s report showed the total re­ 
ceipts during the year $10,610.10. 
The lega­ 
cies amounted to $13,174.34. 
The Committee on Temperance presented a 
report, with a series of 
resolutions con­ 
gratulating the women upon the extraordi­ 
nary success achieved by them since the in­ 
auguration of the crusade. 
The report urged 
members to usejthe ni03t strenuous efforts iu the 
urtherance oí the cause and as soon as prac­ 
ticable to establish temperance organizations 
in their Suuday Schools and churches. 
Resolutions wore adopted returning thanks 
to Bishop Peck for the impartial manner in 
which he conducted the proceedings; to the 
pastor and trustees of tbe church for the 
courtesy they had extended, and to the fami­ 
lies who had entertained members of the Con­ 
ference. 
Tbe following sums was then appropriated: 
for English Missions, $4,500; Scandinavian 
Missions, $2,400; Contingent, $600. 
Of the 
amount for English work $2,640 was allotcd 
to New York District, $376 to Poughkeepsie 
District, to Rhinebeck 
District $400, 
to 
Prattsville $300, to Ellenville District $440 
and to Newburgh District $344. 
A lengthy address was then delivered by 
Bi3liop Peck, thanking the members of the 
Conference for the gracious manner with 
which they had accepted all his rulings and 
tlie.brotheriy atlection which they had shown 
towards him.

T H E SANBORN SH AM E. 


F urther In terestin g D evelop m en ts. 
W ashington, April 14.—The Committee ou 
Ways and Means this forenoon examined Mr. 
A. J. Odell, Treasurer of the Delaware, Lack­ 
awanna & Western Railroad Co., and Lucien 
Hawley, Supervisor of Internal Revenue for 
the state of New York. 
Mr. Odell stated the 
circumstances under which his company had 
paid $99,685 back taxes to the government. 
The delay in payment bad been caused by the 
eonflicting decisions of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue. 
Pleasanton had decided 
that the income tax for the five months of 
1872 should be only 2) per cent, and bis suc­ 
cessor decided that tbe rate should be 5 per 
cent, and tbe question had been pending for 
decision in the courts. 
With that exception 
all the taxes due by tbe company were regu­ 
larly entered on its books and were from time 
to time communicated to the Assessor. 
Fi­ 
nally, the question having been decided, a 
statement was made up by Odell and the tax 
was paid iu conformity with it. He had never 
seen or heard of Sanborn or any of ills agents 
in connection with the matter, aud was com­ 
pletely surprised when he subsequently saw by 
the printed official documents that half of the 
amount had been paid by the government to 
Sanborn. His attention was called by a mem­ 
ber of the committee to the fact that although 
he had sent a check for the amount direct to 
the Secretary of the Treasury on the 6th of 
January last, a letter from Sanborn to the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury dated two days after­ 
wards states the date, amount and ifumber of 
tha check and that the money , was collected 
by him (Sanborn). 
These particulars could 
not have been ascertained by Sanborn except 
through the Treasury Department. 
Hawley’s statement showed that although 
Sanborn's contract for railroad taxes was 
dated on the 7th of July, 1S73, he had obtain­ 
ed the co-operation of himself and his assis ­ 
tants at least two months earlier. 
In tho ex­ 
amination of Hawley he gave as a reason why 
he was not astonished at the Sanborn con­ 
tract that he bad already been operating in 
collecting derelict income taxes in New York 
under contract with Win. P. Wood. 
He had 
collected $11,000 from one Henry Howard 
and $23,000 from a man named Wallace. 
The existence of such contracts anterior to 
Sanborn’s seemed to astonish the committee 
very much. 
Hawley gave tbe names of Messrs. Alden, 
Stone and Stiner, who, while in the employ- 
meut_and pay of the government, had been 
turned over to the aid of Sanborn. 
He did 
not know that Sanborn had paid them any­ 
thing, but he did know that they had received 
their pay regularly from the government. 
He was inquired of by Roberts: 
Question—Did Sanborn give you any in­ 
formation in any case as to taxes, or did he 
simply name the cases ? 
Answer—He never gave me any written in­ 
formation. 
lie would name a case and some­ 
times talk about it. 
Q.—What advantage was it 
to you or 
to the government to have Sanborn counected 
with the Delaware & Lackawanna Compauy 
matter ? 
A.—Merely to call attention to it and to set 
on foot an examination. 
Q.—Was it not your duty as Supervisor of 
the District of New York to see that assessors 
and collectors did their duly ? 
A .—The law makes it my duty to see that all 
laws and instructions are obeyed and carried 
out. 
Both witnesses wore iustructed to furnish 
the committee with copies of certain tele­ 
grams and communications.

THE TEN-nOUR QUESTION. 


The master mechanics engaged in tho build­ 
ing trade held a meeting this afternoon iu re­ 
gard to the proposed return to tho ten-hour 
system. 
Tho committee appointed at tbe 
previous meeting were empowered to corres­ 
pond with all organizations of master me­ 
chanics in the United States, with a view to 
the establishment of a national exchange. Mr. 
Isaacs stated that the m atter of the constitu­ 
tionality of the eight-hour law was at present 
before the Supreme Court of tbe United States 
and he had been informed by good lawyers 
that the law would be declared unconstitu­ 
tional. 
A number of new signatures were re­ 
ceived to the resolutions binding the signers 
to return to the ten-hour system and the meet­ 
ing adjourned.

EVENING SESSION.

A couple of amendments were made, when 
West moved to recommit the bill with instruc­ 
tions to strike out the enacting clause.

ried—44 to 27. 
Mr. BOSTWICK moved fur reconsideration 
and that that motion lie on the table.

The cemmittee then took up the bill author­ 
izing a tax of seven-eighths of a mill for new 
work and extraordinary repairs on canals.

U N IT E D S I A T E S C O N G R E SS. 


SENATE. 
Washington, April 14, 1874. 
Mr. CARPENTER moved that tha Senate 
proceed to the consideration of the bill to pro­ 
vide for a new election in Louisiana. 
Car­ 
penter said so far as he was concerued ho 
meant business, and wanted the Senate either 
to pass tho bill or kill it. 
He did not bring it 
here for a foot ball, that speeches might bo 
made, but for action. 
The bill wag then taken up. 
Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN made a legal argu­ 
ment as to the powers of the President nuder 
the Constitution, and contended that the ap­ 
peal made to him to interfere in Leuisiana 
was one which he was compelled to heed, be­ 
ing sworn to execute the laws. 
Ho opposed 
any Congressional interference whatever as 
establishing a wrong precedent, but said if 
any action "was taken it should be to install 
McEnery Governor, he having a majority of 
nearly 1,000 of the vote3 cast and a prim a 
facie case, rather than to order a new elec­ 
tion. 
Mr. WEST had the next right to the floor, 
but yielded to a motion for an executive ses­ 
sion. 
At 3 :S0 tho doors were re-opened aud the 
Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. CREAMER of New York, introduced a 
joint resolution »ubmitting¡to the legislatures 
of tbe several states au amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the United States providing for 
the election of United States Senators by the 
people of the respective states. 
Referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary. 
Several amendments to the currency bill 
were offered and then Mr. Maynard moved the 
previous question on the bill and ameudmonts. 
The motion was seconded, 114 to 83, and the 
main question was ordered. 
The first vote wae on the amendment offer­ 
ed by E. R. Hoar ol Massachusetts. 
Rejected 
—70 to 171. 
The next vote wa3 on Foster’s twenty-five 
per cent, redemption amendment. Rejected— 
105 to 133. 
The question then recurred oil the bill re­ 
ported by the committee. 
It was ordered to 
be engrossed and react the third time without 
the yeas and nays. 
The bill was passed— 
yeas 128, nays 116. 
The following is the text of the bill as 
passed: 
That Section 31st of the act entitled “An 
act to provide national currency secured by 
pledge ot United S tates bonds a n d to p ro v id e 
for the circulation aud redemption thereof,” 
approved on the third day of June, in the year 
1864, he so amended that the several associa­ 
tions therein provided for shall not hereafter 
be required to keep on hand any amount of 
money whatever by reasou of the amount of 
their respective circulations, but the money 
required by said section to be kept at all times 
on hand shall be determined by the amount of 
deposits in all respects as provided for in said 
act. 
Section 2. That section 22 of said act and 
the several amendments thereto, so far as 
they restrict the amount of notes for circula­ 
tion under said act, be and the same are 
hereby repealed, aud that Section 1 of the 
act entitled “ An act to provide for the re­ 
demption of 3 per centum temporary loan cer­ 
tificates and for an increase of national bank 
notes,” approved July 12tb, 1870, be amended 
by repealing the second proviso in said sec­ 
tion contained and the act entitled “ An act 
to amend an act entitled ‘ an act to provide 
national currency secured by United States 
bonds and to provide for the circulation and 
redemption thereof,’ ” approved on the 3d of 
March, 1865, be and the same is hereby re­ 
pealed and Section 21 of tho original aet, to 
which the act last aforesaid is an amendment, 
be aud tha same is hereby reinacted. 
§ 3. 
That every association, orgauiza- 
ed or to be organized under the provisions of 
said act or the several acts in amendment 
thereof shall at all times keep and have ou de­ 
posit in the Treasury of the United States iu 
lawful money of the United States a sum 
equal to five per centum of its circulation, to 
be held aud used only for the redemption of 
such circulation, and when circulating notes 
of any such association or associations shall 
be presented, assorted or assorted, for re­ 
demption in sume or $1,000 or any multiple 
thereof, to the Treasurer or any Assistant 
Treasurer ot the United States, the same shall 
be redeemed in United States notes. 
All 
notes eo redeemed shall be charged by the 
Comptroller of tbe Currency to the respective 
associations issuing the same and he shall no­ 
tify them severally on the first day of each 
month or oftener, at his discretion, of the 
ameunt of such redemption, whereupon each 
association so notified shall forthwith deposit 
with the Treasurer of the United States a sum 
in United States notes equal to the amount 
of 
its circulating 
notes redeemed, 
and 
when such redemption shall have been so re­ 
imbursed the circulating notes so redeemed or if 
worn, muillated or defaced new notes instead 
shall be forwarded to the respective associa­ 


tions, provided that each of said associations 
shall reimburse to the Treasury the costs of 
redemption and supplying new notes in place 
of those redeemed; and associations hereafter 
organized shall also severally reimburse to the 
Treasury the cost of engraving and printing 
their circulating uotee; and provided further 
that the entire amount of United States notes 
outstanding and in circulation at any one time 
shall not exceed the sum of $400,000,000, now’ 
authoiized by existing law. 
§ 4. That any association organized under 
this act or any of the acts of which this is an 
amendment, desiring to withdraw its circulat­ 
ing notes in whole or in part, may upon de­ 
posit of lawful money within the meaning of 
satd act in sums of not less than $10,000 with 
the Treasurer of the United States, withdraw 
a proportionate amount of bonds deposited in 
pledge for such circulation, or they shall re­ 
deem, cancel and destroy an amount of circu­ 
lating notes of such association equal to the 
amount issued upon such bonds. 
§ 5. 
That sections 31 and 32 of sueli act 
be amended by requiring that each of said as­ 
sociations shall keep its lawful money re­ 
serves within its own vaults at the place where 
its operations of discount and deposits are 
carried on, and all provisions of said sections 
requiring or permitting any of said associa­ 
tions to keep any portion of its lawful money 
reserves elsewhere than in its own vaults or 
requiring or permitting the redemption of its 
circulating notes elsewhere than its own coun­ 
ter, except as provided for In this act, are 
hereby repealed. 
§ 6. 
That upon all circulating notes here­ 
after issued or hereafter to be issued, when­ 
ever the same shall come into the Treasury iu 
payment or deposit for redemption or other­ 
wise, there shall be printed, uuder such rules 
aud regulations as the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury may prescribe, the charter numbers of 
tbe associations by which they are severally 
issued. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts then moved 
to proceed to business on the Speaker’s table. 
Carried. 
The first business on tbe table was the veto 
of the private bill. 
The veto was read and 
referred to the Committee on Military Affairs. 
Various other bills and executive communi­ 
cations were taken up and referred. 
Finally the Senate bill to amend the national 
currency acts and to establish free banking 
was reached. 
Messrs. GARFIELD andG. F. HOAR raised 
tbe point of order that the bill must receive 
first consideration in Committee of the Whole; 
that under the rules this bill cannot be dis­ 
cussed on the same day on which offered, and 
that the bill should not properly have origi­ 
nated in the Senate. 
The SPEAKER declined to rule on these 
points and on reference to the House they 
were overruled, 56 to 179. 
Auother ineffectual point was raised by Mr. 
G. F. HOAR, and Mr. MAYNARD then mov­ 
ed the previous question on the passago of tiie 
Senate bill and it was seconded—12 to 59. 
The bill was then passed—yeas 140, nays 
102 
The status of the whole question now is 
that while the House bill has to await the ac­ 
tion of the Senate, which may or may not be 
favorable or may lie delayed indefinitely, the 
Senate bill goes directly to the President for 
his signature. 
The House at a quarter past five o’clock ad­ 
journed.

A rrest of B ender. 
It will be remembered that about a year a<>o 
it was discovered that a family named Bender 
living in Kansas, bad been guilty of a series 
of the most atrocious murders, their victims 
beiug persons traveling through the section of 
country where they lived, aud who chanced to 
stop at their house for rest or refreshment. 
The discovery created the most intense excite­ 
ment at tho time. 
Their immunity from de­ 
tection finally made them careless, and the 
body of one of their victims was found near 
their residence, near Cherryville, Labette Co., 
and was identified as a brother of Col. A. M. 
York, who sprang into notoriety as the ex­ 
poser of the bribery 
and corruption 
of 
Seuator 
Pomeroy. 
At 
the time of the 
discovery of tho 
body, 
the 
murderers 
wore not known, but the precipitate flight 
of the 
Bender family directed suspicion 
ugainst them, and the efforts for their capture 
failed utterly. 
Their house was examined, 
and in it were found indications of crimes of 
the most liorrlblo character. 
The bodies of 
five men and an infant whom they had m ur­ 
dered were found, and in each case the m an­ 
ner in which the deed was don# seemed to be 
the same. 
There was a horrible uniformity 
about it; the victims seemed to have been 
struck on the back of the head with a ham­ 
mer, and then had their throats cut. 
The whole West was scoured iu search of 
the murderers, but no trace of them could be 
found. 
One oí their confederates, a man 
named Moran, was captured and made im­ 
portant disclosures. 
He stated that tbe fam­ 
ily had gone through Texas into Mexico. 
Fearful of being lynched, Moran committed 
suicide whilo his captors were taking him to 
Kansas. 
Old Bender was captured near theW absatch 
Mountains, 150 miles from Salt Lake City,and 
he has just been brought there and identified 
as Bender. 
A son of the old man has also 
been captured in the southern part of Utah, 
and is now on his way to Salt Lako City. 
A 


woman who answers tbe description of Cath­ 
erine Bender was seeu some time ago in the 
neighborhood of one of tho southern settle­ 
ments. 
She came out of the mountains almost 
naked, and after obtaining food and clothing, 
immediately disappeared. 
It Is thought that 
the family have been hiding in the mountains 
through the winter, but were finally driven out 
by starvation, and lienee tiieir capture.

A new discovery bas been made in the 
Shawangunk Mountains near the Traps. 
It 
is a beautiful sheet of water of an elliptical 
form that lies among the rocks, deep down 
a hundred feet, and is in some places a half- 
mile in width and nearly a mile Iii length. 
This lake, that lies like a bright gem among 
the mountains, can be reached by going up 
the Wawarsing A New Paltz Turnpike as far 
us the mill of George Davis, and then iii a 
southeasterly direction for about a mile, when 
it will be found within it* rocky walls, seem­ 
ingly as if hiding from the eye of man. 
This lake Is called the Minuieawaskie Lake, 
and it has been named after an Indian maiden 
who ouce lived along its shore.*. 
There Is a 
legend connected with the name of this lake, 
for it seems this princess had her love troub­ 
les as well as other Indian girls. 
She fell in 
love with a noble red man who greased his 
head with Hic oil of woodchucks in inordinate 
quantities, aud immediately offered her heart 
In exchange for the oily native’s. 
The old 
man smiled on the betrothal and everything 
was running along as smoothly as could be, 
when one evening as the loviug couple were 
wandering hand-in-hand on one of the peaks 
near the lake, gaziug on the Hudson and a 
magnificent sunset view, u piece of grease 
melted arid dropped just at the warrior’s feet. 
The noble red was delighted with the land­ 
scape scene, and wa3 about to give utterance 
to his emotion in a guttural sentence, when he 
stepped on the grease.

The court of ’Squire Schepmoes was enliv­ 
ened Saturday by the trial of a case brought 
by a young lady, Charlotte Van Hoeveuburgb 
against Archibald Burke, Orrin M. Wilson 
and James Ryan, Trustees of School District 
No. 14 of the town of Kingston, for an alleged 
breach of contract, claiming damages to the 
amount of $105.

from the 17th day of November, 1873, to the 
17th day of February, 1874, at the rate of $35 
per month. 
About the time agreed upon she 
went to one of the trustees and told him sha 
was ready to commence teaching, when sha 
was told the school-house had to be repaired 
before it was ready for her. 
There wae some 
conflict of testimony in regard to tiie price to 
be paid, one of the trustees claiming he only 
offered to pay her $30 per month and that she 
refused to teach for less than $35. 
The case 
was tried before the Justice audajury, re­ 
sulting in a verdict in favor of the plaintiff of 
$105, the full amount claimed. 
The attorneys 
were D. W. Sparling for the plaintiff and Moses 
Conger for defendants. 


A Now Gem iu tlic Shaw aiigiuik». 
A new discovery has been made in the 
Shawauguuk Mountains near the Traps. 
It 
is a beautiful sbeet of water of an elliptical 
form that lies among the rocks, deep down 
a hundred feet, and is in some places a half- 
mile In width and uearly a mile in length. 
This lake, that lies like a bright gem among 
the mountains, can be reached by going up 
the Wawarsing & New Paltz Turnpike as far 
as the mill of George Davis, and then in a 
southeasterly direction for about a mile, when 
it will be found within it? rocky walls, seem­ 
ingly as if hiding from the eye of man.

The old 
man smiled on the betrothal and everything 
was running along as smoothly as could be, 
when one evening as the loviug couple were 
wandering hand-in-hand on one of the peaks 
near the lake, gazing on the Hudson and a 
magnificent sunset view, a piece of grease 
melted and dropped just at the warrior’s feet. 
The noble red was delighted with the land­ 
scape scene, and wa3 about to give utterance 
to liis emotion iu a guttural sentence, when he 
stepped on the grease. 
Ills feet slipped from 
under him and the next moment he was 
going for the bottom of the precipice at a 
rate of speed that would have given a 
streak 
of lightning 
two 
to 
one 
and 
won easily. 
After this little accident nothing 
of any account was left of the lover, and the 
bronze colored maiden wept herself into a 
frenzy, aud then jumped from the cliff, alight­ 
ing within an inch or two of the same spot on 
which her lover gave up the ghost.

ter the maiden. 
Her white spirit form, it -Í3 
said, flits over the water about the hour of 
sunset, and has often been seen by the huckle­ 
berry pickers.

justice of the peace went up there once for the 
very purpose of seeing this spirit. 
Now this 
justice is posted in regard to spirits, aud if 
there had been one anywhere iu the viciuity 
of the lake he would have found it. 
He say3 
he looked long, with sad and strained eyes, 
but saw no sign of the Indian maiden. 
He 
did see a woman in a calico dress choppinj 
wood, but she was a Stonykiller. 
The moun­ 
tain points near this lake are said to be an ex­ 
cellent resting place for a mountain house,aud 
a tine drive could be made from this lake di­ 
rect to Awosting Lake, about four miles dis- 
taut.
